that the evangelical witness in America now faces 

a dual task—that of outpacing the surge of re- 
ligiosity in national life as well as that of thwarting the 
tide of secularism. 

More and more, 1957 looms as a crucial test year in 
the conflict for faith. New York City will be in the throes 
of decision, and that great metropolis for a number of 
reasons is a national symbol. 

In May, Billy Graham’s crusade moves full force into 
Madison Square Garden, part of its thrust for souls to 
be televised to the nation. 

The dramatic side of this spiritual invasion lies in the 
fact that it was from New York City that the influence 
of John Dewey reached a generation ago to the public 
schools of America until they were leavened with indif- 
ference to the faith of the Bible. Dewey dogmatized that 
“faith in the divine authority in which Western civiliza- 
tion confided, inherited ideas of the soul and its destiny, 
of fixed revelations, . . . have been made impossible for 
the cultivated mind of the Western world” (quoted in 
Living Philosophies, New York: Simon and Schuster Inc., 
1931). While many teachers failed to grasp the deeper 
significance of Dewey’s philosophy of education, na-

Dewey’s impact in America, however, did not fully 
carry the day for naturalism. A contemporary of the 
ame school, Professor Oscar Riddle, in The Unleashing 
of Evolutionary Thought (New York: Vantage Press Inc., 


@: ie and evolutionary, it nonetheless worked against 
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1954), admits grudgingly that, almost a century after 
Darwin, the recruits of naturalism are not overwhelm- 
ing, and that “at the midpoint of the twentieth century, 
belief in supernaturalism and God is accepted by some- 
what less than 95 per cent of the people of the United 
States.” Riddle concedes further that “within the past 
two hundred years, the masses of no nation have turned 
against supernaturalism.” 

But faith in God and the supernatural is not a clear 
victory for faith in the living God and His command- 
ments, as the religious turn in American life now attests. 
With the average American more and more interested 
in religion, yet less and less sure how to define the term, 
a national picture of ambiguous devoutness lends ur- 
gency to the evangelical task. 

Many persons find a sign of spirituality in the fact 
that secular media like the press and television at times 
gain an air of piety, even if on the edge of cupidity. 
Others find a mirror of godliness in the sheer fact that 
United States church membership during the year 
showed a remarkable rise to 100,162,529 (58,448,000 Prot- 
estant; 33,369,000 Roman Catholic; 5,500,000 Jewish; and 
2,386,000 Eastern Orthodox), and that gifts to church 
work show a seven per cent per capita increase to $48.81. 
Yet distressing figures for crime and alcoholism, for di- 
vorce and delinquency, and for preoccupation with the 
seamy side of life generally, continue to be equally re- 
flective of the American population. 

The evangelical drive to restore the nation to the faith 
of its founders has to contend with a growing national

ITH GOD THERE IS NO past; there is no 

W future; there is only one grand, eternal now. 

Man as related to time is in transition. So 
it is with the Church in her relationship to the world 
in time. The present so rapidly moves us toward to- 
morrow that the now constantly recedes into yesteryear. 

So you and I who help make up the Church must 
consider, “What are we doing; therefore, what have 
we done?” Just what are our accomplishments as a 
church throughout the year of 1956? An honest appraisal 
of ourselves usually provokes an admission that we 
could or should have done more. Yet, we are grateful 
to God and to all the ministers and laymen of the 
Church for the accomplishments of the past year, thank- 
ful to Him for the souls which have been converted, 
sanctified, baptized with the Holy Ghost, and added 
to the Church of God. More than 88,000 were converted, 
some 40,000 sanctified, approximately 28,000 baptized 
with the Holy Ghost, more than 20,000 added to the 
Church. To Christ belongs the praise and thanksgiving 
for all of this. 

The year of 1956 has been an encouraging year in 
that the Church has constructed many lovely new 
churches and parsonages. Improvements or the exchange 
of properties which were inadequate to meet the need 
of a growing church were made for more suitable build- 
ings. There was an increase of approximately $6,000,000 
in all church properties over the year of 1955. Un- 
doubtedly, God has prospered the Church. 


However, these victories were not without opposition 
from Satan, for Satan has from the earliest history 
of the Church tried to hinder, prevent, or destroy the 
Church. In 2 Timothy, Paul, the apostle, writes how 
certain ones opposed or deserted the Church in that 
he said, “For Demas hath forsaken me, having loved 
this present world.” And of Alexander, the coppersmith, 
he said, “Did me much evil; of whom be thou ware 
also; for he hath greatly withstood our words. At my 
first answer no man stood with me, but all men for- 
sook me. Notwithstanding the Lord stood with me, and 
strengthened me; that by me the preaching might be 
fully known.” And in 2 Timothy 3:12-14 he said, “Yea, 
and all that will live godly in Christ Jesus shall suffer 
persecution. But evil men and seducers shall wax worse 
and worse, deceiving, and being deceived. But continue 
thou in the things which thou hast learned and hast 
been assured of, knowing of whom thou hast learned 
them.” Christ has so emphatically said, “Upon this rock 
I will build my church, and the gates of hell shall 
not prevail against it.” So it is with the Church in every 
age and in our age. 

The year of 1956 has been a year of victory, of growth, 
and of progress. Our leaders and ministers in the 
inisters’ meetings evidenced confidence, faith, and de- 
termination relative to the work of Christ by adopting 
a program for the year which promised success for 
the churches in a hostile and unbelieving world. Prayer 
conferences proved to be a source of spiritual strength 
to all who attended. Altars of consecration and rededi- 
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cation were in evidence throughout the conferences, 
resulting in enlarged vision with purpose which found 
expression in greater efforts for Christ and the Church. 


THOUSANDS WERE in attendance at the 
camp meetings. In the midst of the multitude of Spirit- 
filled saints.of God, one could hear the people exclaim, 
“This is the greatest camp meeting we have ever at- 
tended..God is in this place.” I, personally, saw men 
and women, boys and girls streaming into the altar. 
They came weeping. Some were rushing to the altar; 
some were coming with bowed heads, some with up- 
lifted hands. Yet, they kept coming, seeking for salvation, 
for sanctification, for the baptism with the Holy Ghost, 
or perhaps for healing of their sick and afflicted bodies. 
Christ did not send them away disappointed. Shouts of 
victory, shouts of glory all. gave vocal evidence of a 
definite experience by the earnest seekers. On into the 
night we could hear their prayers, praise, and thanks- 
giving unto Christ, their Redeemer. From camp to 
camp, state to state we traveled, and everywhere we 
went, worshipers were gathering to worship God in old- 
fashioned camp meetings in the old-fashioned way, 
in spirit and in truth. 

And so it was throughout the camp meeting season 
until these spiritual streams of living waters, gushing 
from the fount of God, flowing through the souls of 
redeemed worshipers, converged in our grand General 
Assembly which convened in Memphis, Tennessee, Au- 
gust 14, 1956. Allow me to call your attention to the 
words of a few from among the thousands who attended 
this great General Assembly of the Church of God. One 
writer said, “From every corner of the world, by auto- 
mobiles, busses, trains, and planes, delegates made their 
way to the newly air-conditioned Ellis Auditorium in 
the city of Memphis, Tennessee, for the Forty-sixth 
Church of God General Assembly. The population of 
the city increased by thousands overnight. Hotels and 
motels were filled to capacity.” 

A delegate from Trinidad stated, “This freedom of 
the Spirit is what we need.” Another delegate wrote, 
“IT returned from the Forty-sixth General Assembly this 
week with a deep impression that it was the best one 
I have ever attended. Perhaps some of you will disagree 
with me, but I am sure most of the ten thousand 
delegates will agree.” He continues the same, “Since I 
was a teen-age student I have not missed a General 
Assembly. Following those carefree days came Assem- 
blies when I sat in the balcony of the council sessions 
as a nonvoting ministerial novice. Then I attended 
later meetings with the voice and rights of an ordained 
minister and finally with the responsibility of official 
committee and council work. I believe I have seen our 
Assemblies from enough angles to know that this one 
was outstanding from every viewpoint.” 

Another writer said, “My joy is full as I wonder 
how we, such minute creatures, were found worthy to 
be recipients of the unusual visitation of the Spirit 
and power of God that characterized our Assembly from 
the beginning to the closing moment. The rapt attention 
on the faces of all present was evidence of their desire 
for a spiritual awakening. That desire was gratified, 
for this Assembly was different. It was different be- 
cause God’s people were seeking His will with greater 
purpose than ever before. And, second, in our earnest 
soul-searching we became as one, reaching to the throne 
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of God in unity, love, and compassion for lost souls.” 
On and on volumes of praise and thanksgiving unto 
God were given in testimony by the delegates for this, 
our victorious General Assembly. 

I must not continue longer the recitation of these 
inspiring testimonies. Time and space limit me as I 
endeavor to reduce into writing a portion of the exploits 
of the Church throughout a victorious year for the 
Church over which Christ is the Head, unto whom 
belongs all the praise, glory, and honor forever and

The editorial program of the Church of God in 1956, 
while not spectacular, was certainly respectable. One of 
the most noticeable endeavors of the year was the the- 
matic schedule followed by the Evangel. Based on the 
theme of the seventieth anniversary of the Church of 
God, every issue was fitted into this general plan so that 
every issue had its individual theme within the master 
theme. The success of this endeavor was possible only 
by the cooperation of many writers in the field with the 
Editorial Department. Many minute details had to be 
worked out every week, and the writers on whom we have 
come to depend always came through commendably. 

One of the most striking examples of this cooperation 
was the coverage of the General Assembly. While many 
of our readers were on their way home from the As- 
sembly, reports of the meeting were already in prepara- 
tion for the press. We trust that all of this has set a 
trend for Evangel news coverage in the future. The over- 
all success of the thematic Evangel was so great that 
the plan will be followed in the future. The 1957 general 
theme will be announced in next week’s Evangel. 

We are very delighted with our book publishing in 
1956. Our beginning was modest: Favorite Stories and 
Illustrations and Inspirational Short Sermons by 
Zeno C. Tharp; The Glorious Gospel by James 
A. Cross; Religion on Fire by Ray H. Hughes; Pillars of 
Pentecost by Charles W. Conn; and Half a Century of 
Divine Leading by Robert F. Cook. The book by Brother 
Cook was sponsored by the Missions Department, but like 
all of the others it was produced and bound by the 
Publishing House. The quality of printing and binding for 
these books has been complimented in many sources. The 
editor of the Macmillan Company visited in my office 
recently, to discuss some other matters. During the course 
of his visit he saw the workmanship of our publications 
and said that it exceeded that of some of the top book- 
makers today. Still other publishers have inquired about 
our doing their printing and binding. This speaks well for 
our first year in the book publishing field. 

In order to meet the demand of a high competitive 
day, the trade name “Pathway Press” was adopted in 
1956 to be used on Church of God books that have a 
potential retail market outside the Church. 

Brother Lewis J. Willis has continued his superb 
handling of the Lighted Pathway in 1956, with a greater

human interest and church activities coverage. Likewise, 
under the leadership of Brother W. Perdue Stanley, the 
Christian Challenge Sunday School literature kept 
strongly apace with its field. The Christian Challeng 
series is receiving sufficient acclaim to place it amo 
the leaders of today’s evangelical literature. In 1956 there 
were added to the series the Young People’s Quarterly 
and the Primary and Beginner workbooks. 

Miss LaVerne Selman, of Salem, Oregon, came to the 
Editorial Department as a permanent member of the 
staff during the year. Other newcomers to the depart- 
ment during the year were Miss Oleda Glenn, secretary 
to the editor-in-chief, Mrs. May DeArman, copy editor, 
and Philip Wagar, artist. 

We in the Editorial Department feel that we have 
done everything possible to improve the quality as well 
as the workmanship of all our periodicals and publica- 
tions. We have endeavored to secure the finest writers, 
to select the finest material and to produce the best helps 
possible in every field. We sincerely feel that 1956 has 
been kind to the Editorial Department of the Church of 
God. It is our hope that it will prove to be the beginning 
of a new and more progressive era of spreading the 
written word, the complete gospel to all the world.

SUMMING-UP IS always a formidable task; 
Al however, it is possible to view the educational 

happenings of 1956 at Lee College with some 
advantage of retrospect and satisfaction. 

I shall endeavor to identify some of those characteris- 
tics which seem to me to have borne with especial force 
upon our program. An overview of the year’s experience 
would convince most persons that 1956, in many respects, 
was one of the greatest years for Lee College. Perhaps 
uncertainty plagued a few persons, yet there was 
relatively greater stability than ever before among teach- 
ers and students alike. As a natural result, everyone 
achieved a higher degree of adjustment so that they 
could apply themselves more effectively to their tasks. 

Of singular significance to us is the fact that in 
the midst of inquiry, investigation and the exercise of 
intelligence, there has been a definite moving of the 
Spirit of God. Many lives have been blessed of the Lord, 
resulting in enriched and deepened spiritual experiences. 
Chapel, Sunday night worship services, and revivals will 
be long remembered and cherished as times when the 
Holy Spirit moved among us to heal, to save, and to 
open the way to the more abundant life. A summation 
of the spirit of the school was definitely reflected during 
the closing exercises. Instead of rejoicing over the fact 
of successfully completing a prescribed course of train- 


ing, there were many sobs and tears from student 


as they left Lee and friends. 

There has been a great deal of inspired, adequate 
and solid teaching going on in Lee College; yet it 
appears that everyone is motivated by a desire to make 
experience at Lee more inspiring and rewarding. In 
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order to more effectively and efficiently perform their 
duties some teachers continued graduate study and 
earned advanced degrees. 

Superior instruction at Lee College resulted in out- 
standing achievements. The academy division won first 
place in a state-wide health project. This accomplish- 
ment brought recognition of our program to the atten- 
tion of local professional people, the Tennessee State 
Department of Education, and The National Foundation 
on Cancer. The health class graciously donated the re- 
ward, a $500 U.S. Savings Bond, to the Lee College Living 
Endowment. 


Another outstanding accomplishment was achieved 
when a Lee College student won first place in a mathe- 
matics contest for East Tennessee. Due recognition was 
given for this by the University of Tennessee. 


Most important to the Church of God is the fact 
that Lee College students of 1956 are now actively par- 
ticipating in the ministry. Some of them are pastoring, 
evangelizing, doing youth work, or on the mission field. 
Many of them are making real sacrifices for the Lord 
and Church. I have received encouraging reports of their 
labors. 


TRENDS IN EDUCATIONAL receipts and 
expenditures for current operations were of no little 
importance. The meticulous care of funds and the com- 
bined efforts of management resulted in financial 
strength. While many church-related colleges are being 
forced to close their doors, Lee College has managed 
to operate without incurring a huge deficit. In addition, 
general improvement has been made on buildings and 
grounds and some very fine equipment has been added 
to the physical plant. Much needed repair has been 
made on student dormitories, adding beauty and com- 
fort for our students. 


So thoroughly is Lee College integrated into the Church 
of God, and so greatly does every activity of our Church 
in one way or another depend on higher education, 
that there is practically nothing in our Church for which 
Lee College may not be said to have some degree of 
responsibility. The desire to better serve our constituency 
has caused us to evaluate our work and to lay the 
foundations for a broader and larger scope of service. 
An outgrowth of this desire resulted in the organizing 
and developing of a senior college of Liberal Arts. We 
are now pursuing the third year of this program and 
will graduate our first class with a B. A. degree in the 
Arts and Sciences with the 1957-58 term. 

Another area of concern is the enrollment. Last year’s 
registration reached 480. September, 1956, registration 
has totaled 520. We are thankful for this pronounced 
increase. 

The student population this year is made up of some 
of the finest young people in America. They are of good 
character and doing excellent work. The faculty seems 
to be happy, and the administration and department 
heads are working as a well-organized team. Certainly 
the able direction of the school board, with the support 

f the general officials, state overseers, and ministers, 
is most encouraging. We thank you for your prayers 
and concern. I should like to say, “God bless the parents 
of every student,” because I feel sure that many of 
you made tremendous sacrifices in order to send your 
children to Lee College. My earnest prayer is that when

we return them to you, they will come back home better 
young men and women, having had the opportunity to 
attend Lee College.

ROGRESS IS ALWAYS indicative of accomplish- 
ment, and victories generally do not come unless 
battles are fought. 

In my opinion records will show 1956 was the greatest 
year in the history of Church of God missions. This 
makes one feel like exclaiming with the Psalmist David, 
“The Lord hath done great things for us; whereof we 
are glad” (Psalm 126:3). 

The battle is not ours but the Lord’s, and we are 
His workmanship created in Christ Jesus, created unto 
good works, which is the answer to any and all progress 
that is made for Him. 

Have we made progress and have we won victories? 
May we look at the record. 


PUBLICATIONS 


Mark 13:10, “And the gospel must first be published 
among all nations.” The impact of this verse has made 
a great impression on Church of God foreign missions 
as it has become a matter of prayer with the Missions 
Board, the missionaries in faraway lands, and the Mis- 
sions Department. The actual crux of this verse is 
based on the fact that Jesus in this same chapter 
stated, “And then shall they see the Son of man coming 
in the clouds with great power and glory.” Therefore, 
if the gospel must first be published before the great 
and notable day of the Lord comes, we must reckon 
that the answer to the heartthrob of the saints for 
the coming of Jesus is the publishing of the gospel 
and seeing to it that it is distributed throughout the 
nations of the earth. 

The Church of God now publishes its literature in 
several languages—French, Tamil, Malayalam, Japanese, 
German, Afrikaanse, Spanish, Italian, Portuguese, English, 
and a native Bantu language. We began printing six of 
these languages in 1956. 

There have been new brochures and pamphlets for 
missions promotion printed here at the: Church of God 
Publishing House. A 258-page book entitled, “Half a 
Century of Divine Leading and 37 Years of. Apostolic 
Achievement” has recently been published. The life story 
of Sister Pearl Stark will be on the press in a month or 
two. 


The missionary issue of the Church of God Evangel, 
The Macedonian Call, -which is edited by the Missions 
Department, has reached new heights with a greater 
coverage of mission emphasis than ever before. 

Printing presses which have been established within 
the countries themselves, such as in Germany and India, 
have added greatly to the strengthening of our position 
in the fulfillment of the “publishing of the gospel among 
all nations.” 

“Church of God Latin American Department and 
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Editorial Evangelica” are the words on the sign which 
will be placed on the new publishing house for our 
Latin American fields. There the Church of God Evangel 
will be printed in Spanish, Portuguese and Italian. Many 
tracts, books, pamphlets, sermon outlines, Sunday School 
literature, and other items too numerous to mention 
will also be printed in those languages. 


The new building which is to house the equipment 
for the printing of this literature is now well under 
way. It is 60 x 120 feet in size with. footers and general 
construction adequate to carry at least two extra stories. 
This will be another accomplishment in 1956. 


The equipment such as a large major Miller press, 
two or three other smaller presses, type-setting machine, 
paper cutters, perforators, folding machines, and other 
equipment, is already bought and paid for and all in 
full operation except one press which is to be transferred 
to San Antonio immediately. This creates a great volume 
of printed material embracing the gospel of the Son 
of God and fulfilling as much as possible the Scripture 
in Mark 13:10, “And the gospel must first be published 
among all nations.” 


My friends, if we do not give good literature to our 
converts who are eagerly seeking the truth, Catholics, 
Communists, and others will be there with their literature 
to destroy the seed that has been sown by faithful 
missionaries. This we must not allow, and the antidote 
is the publishing of the gospel, an extensive, never- 
failing, ever-moving, “Literature for the Lost” program. 
This is the emphasis that has had a great upsurge in 
1956. 


BIBLE SCHOOLS 


CHURCH OF GOD MISSIONS now maintain 
twenty-nine schools outside of the continental United 
States, and 1956 has been a banner year in this develop- 
ment. For instance, three schools have been started in 
Africa plus the others that were already in operation. 
We have one school in Nigeria, one in the Bahama 
islands, one in Chile, one in Cuba, one in Egypt, one 
in Guatemala, one in Haiti, one in India, one in Jamaica, 
two in Mexico, one in Panama, one in Puerto Rico; and 
along with these, we have other short term schools that 
only operate for two or three weeks or not more than 
a month. Most of the ones that we have mentioned 
here have operated all the way from six weeks to nine 
months each. Others are soon to have their beginning. 

Those who attended the Assembly will never forget 
the witness of God’s Spirit as He approved the message 
brought by the former chairman of the Missions Board 
who had been authorized by the Missions Board to 
receive the General Assembly offering in behalf of the 
school in Germany. This school will soon be in full 
sway as the Assembly offering reached nearly $12,000 
in behalf of the educational program in Germany. There- 
fore, 1956 has been a milestone in the educational fields 
of Church of God world missions. 


GENERAL INCREASE 


The following statistics are for the period up to the 
General Assembly of this year. This represents only 
about two thirds of the year’s accomplishments, but does 
show an increase of 61 new churches, 46 missions, 384 
ministers, 13,205 members, 33,254 adherents, 225 Sunday 
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Schools, 85 Ladies’ Willing Workers’ Bands, plus the new 
Bible schools mentioned previously, and an increase in 
property value of $475,939.15. This does not include the 
European work in South Africa. Neither is it a complet 

picture of accomplishment, since it is hard to get accurate 
reports of the developments within the remote sections 
of faraway lands. We thank God for what has been done. 


FINANCE 


We realize that this program is not based upon dollars 
and cents, but we also realize that they “cannot hear 
without a preacher,” and he cannot be sent unless the 
Church sends him. This takes a degree of finance— 
finance to support national evangelism, publications, 
education, and transportation. There are continents to be 
transversed, oceans to be crossed and missionaries to 
be processed. The record shows an increase in giving 
in 1956 far in excess of any previous year in the 
history of Church of God missions. 

There is but one answer to this, and that is that 
we are getting a greater vision of our crucified, risen, 
and coming King. The need of world evangelization is 
more vibrant, the magnitude of the task more astounding, 
the passion for souls more pungent, and the cry of the 
spirits within the hearts of the members and friends 
of the Church and all believers is, “This gospel of the 
Kingdom must be preached in all the world.” 


GIVING 


Individuals, churches, and church auxiliaries have 
designated more funds for various projects in behalf 
of missions throughout the world in 1956 than in any 
other year in the church’s history. There has been more 
given by way of undesignated funds than ever before. 

Native evangelism, the promotion of the “Literature for 
the Lost” program, scholarship students for our Bible 
schools in many lands, as well as the money our good 
people in our local churches have pledged and given 
have far exceeded, in 1956, that of any other time in 
the history of Church of God missions. 


VICTORIES 


The foregoing account of accomplishment has come to 
pass because of the untiring efforts of a fine Missions 
Board and the members of the Foreign Missions Depart- 
ment, including its entire staff of deputational men, 
employees, etc.; because of the good will and efforts 
on the part of the Executive Committee; the attitude 
and sanction of the Supreme Council; and the vision for 
world evangelism intensified in the minds and hearts 
of the state overseers, district overseers, pastors, evan- 
gelists, members, and friends throughout America, which 
has been greater in 1956 than ever before. 

Efforts have been untiring. Not all, of course, but 
many have worked faithfully because the theme of their 
message of spiritual reality from God rings true to that 
of the sainted Apostle Paul who said, “Always bearing 
about in the body the dying of the Lord Jesus, that 
the life also of Jesus might be made manifest in our 
body,” (2 Corinthians 4:10). 

Brethren everywhere, if we discern His body, then we 
see Calvary. If we see Calvary, we see the value of 
eternal, immortal souls. If we see the value of eternal

F PROGRESS COULD BE determined by the dis- 

play of interest and enthusiasm, I am sure all of 

us would readily admit that the year 1956 un- 
questionably was one of the most progressive in the his- 
tory of the Sunday School and Youth Department of the 
Church of God. However, there is another way to sub- 
stantiate the claim that we have progressed, and that is 
the old, faithful method of statistics. Uninteresting and 
unexciting as they may sometimes sound when given 
orally, they nevertheless tell the story in which all of us 
are so vitally interested. Consider with me, for a few 
moments, the accomplishments listed below and then 
breathe a prayer with me that God’s continued blessings 
will abide on these two vitally important departments 
of our church. 


SUNDAY SCHOOL PROGRESS 
Sunday School Attendance 


When the 1955 statistics were tabulated, we praised 
God for a splendid total attendance of 10,273,328, or a 
weekly average Sunday School attendance of 197,564. 
When the 1956 statistics were tabulated, we praised Him 
even more for a total attendance of 10,404,940, or a 
weekly average Sunday School attendance of 200,095, 
which means there was a marvelous increase of 2,531 in 
the average weekly Sunday School attendance. 


New Sunday Schools 


New Sunday Schools are often the forerunners of fast- 
growing, community-stirring churches, and the year 1956 
showed a splendid gain in the number of new Sunday 
Schools begun throughout the nation by Sunday School 
workers in whose hearts the fires of evangelism are

ere organized in 1956 which resulted in a net gain of 
fifty-nine Sunday Schools over the previous year. 


Vacation Bible Schools 


Another phase of the Sunday School which serves as 
a measurement of progress is the Vacation Bible 
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School program. Six hundred seventy-two V.B.S.’s con- 
ducted in 1956 as compared with 590 in 1955 reflect ever- 
growing interest in this important phase of our Sunday 
School work. Pause long enough with me so that we 
can praise God for the increase of eighty-two V.B.S.’s in 
1956; this actually represents several thousand more chil- 
dren who were blessed and helped in this area of Sunday 
School promotion. ‘ 


Sunday School Workers’ Training Program 


The Sunday School year of 1956 distinguished itself 
by being the year in which the Sunday School Workers’ 
Training Program was introduced. The response to the 
W.T.C. No. 1—the first year’s course in the five-year cy- 
cle plan, was far beyond expectation. As of December 1, 
1955, over 12,000 copies of W.T.C. No. 1, an orientation 
course for Sunday School beg owe were sold. Time and 
time again during 1956 the demand for this textbook 
exceeded production. 

Teacher-training had been strongly emphasized pre- 
viously, but the year 1956 brought to our Sunday School 
workers a training course book which had been pre- 
pared by our own outstanding Sunday School leaders. 


Sunday School Offerings 


All of us understand that there are gains in church 
work which mean more than financial gains, but we 
cannot ignore the fact that when progress has been 
made, it often reflects in a financial manner also. This 
is definitely true in the Sunday School field. Sunday 
School offerings for 1956 were $1,446,270.02, as compared 
with $1,295,169.07 in 1955, which means an increase of 
$151,100.95 can be shown on the Sunday School score- 
board of progress. 

YOUTH WORK PROGRESS 


Progress also characterized the youth program in the 
Church of God during the year 1956. The Youth De- 
partment—a department of the Church that is begin- 
ning to experience real “growing pains”—has made out- 
standing progress during the past year. This progress 
is especially noticed in the institution of new program 
features and in the expansion of the youth activities 
program. 


Y.P.E. Attendance 


A splendid total Y.P.E. attendance of 5,120,233 for the 
church year 1956 clearly indicates that there are young 
people in the Church of God who enjoy attending youth 
services designed for their spiritual benefit. If attendance 
of young people at Lamplighters Club meetings and other 
church-sponsored activities was included, this number 
would be convincing enough that the youth program of 
the Church of God is alive and expanding! 


New Y.P.E.’s 


The National Sunday School and Youth Department’s 
scoreboard of progress becomes even more thrilling as we 
list 2,619 Y.P.E.’s in 1956 as compared with 2,500 in 1955— 
an increase of 119 new Y.P.E.’s. 


Spiritual Progress 


Spiritual emphasis in our youth program has brought 
spiritual results among our young people. Pause again 
with me for a few seconds and then thank God for these 
spiritual results among our youth in 1956:

Y.P.E. Offerings 

Young people do their share in raising money to pro- 
mote God’s great program, as evidenced by the fact the 
1956 Y.P.E. offerings were $574,191.91 as compared with 
$530,823.86 in 1955, or an increase of $43,368.05. This 
money was raised for many purposes: local church proj- 
ects, youth mission projects, and so forth. 


National Youth Week 


In the spring of 1956, National Youth Week was ob- 
served for the first time in the Church of God. This was 
a week of special youth services and activities planned 
especially in the interest of young people. Glowing re- 
ports from the field authenticate the success of this new 
feature introduced in 1956. 


“Lamplighters” Activities 


The year 1956 was very convincing as far as the need 
for club activity for our children and young people was 
concerned. The response to the program in 1956 showed 
our churches throughout the nation were most anxious 
for and receptive to this kind of activity. The Lamp- 
lighters Club project, for boys, girls, and young people, 
ages 8-15 years, though introduced the latter part of 1955, 
attracted world-wide interest in 1956. To date (Decem- 
ber 1, 1956), 367 clubs have been organized, and reports 
of clubs being organized are received almost daily in the 
National Office. 

The Lamplighters Youth Fellowship, an activity for 
young people, 16-20 years, was introduced in 1956 and 
this program, too, is being exceptionally well-received o 
the field. 
The “Pilot” 

The Pilot, the official youth program manual of the 
Church of God, reached an all-time high in circulation 
in 1956. Several times during the year the number of 
orders exceeded the supply on hand, which indicates 
growth beyond expectation! 


Youth Camps 

Our youth camp program continued to expand in 
1956 as it has the last several years. This program is ex- 
panding yearly and the growth saturation point is not 
yet in sight! The greatest concern among most camp 
directors is: what to do with all the campers next year 
since our camp was filled to overflow this year? The 
answer: more and larger camp facilities and more sepa- 
rate camps for the various age levels. Thank God for 
this great and mighty arm of youth evangelism. 

In 1956 there were thirty-nine camps conducted 
throughout the nation with approximately 5,684 regis- 
trations. In 1955 there were thirty-five camps with a 
registration of 5,148. In this instance, an increase of 
four camps reveals several hundred more children and 
young people received youth camp benefits as compared 
with 1955. 


Youth Weekday Activities Program 

Another well-received new feature of the youth pro- 
gram in 1956 was the Youth Weekday Activities Program 
—a program designed to meet the spiritual, physical and 


social needs of the young people by providing church- 
sponsored activities during the week. When the church 
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provides activity of this kind, the desire to participate 
in worldly activities becomes insignificant in the lives 
of our youth. 

In 1956, for the first time,'each church was provided) 
with a suggested calendar of events as well as a brochure 
with reference to this activity. 

* *

First, we are indebted to God for His blessings on our 
program. Then, we are indebted to Brother Ray H. 
Hughes, who served so successfully during this time as 
national Sunday School and youth director, for his splen- 
did leadership; and to the members of the National Sun- 
day School and Youth Board for their valuable contri- 
butions. Also, we are indebted to the wonderful staff of 
state Sunday School and youth directors who, with the 
support and cooperation of the state overseers, labored 
so untiringly and faithfully to do their vital part in pro- 
moting this program.

things that have happened in 1956 that would be 

of great interest to our people on the field, but 
I shall attempt to give you an idea of a few of the 
things that have been done to make the Home a better 
place for the children who have met misfortune in life. 

As for the physical plant, the Board felt there should 
be quite a bit of painting. This would change the appear- 
ance of the place and give a more homelike feeling. 
One of the greatest things done was the painting and 
redecorating of our chapel. The chapel is some fifteen 
or sixteen years old and had not been painted since 
it was built. The floors were completely sanded and 
refinished, and all of the Sunday School rooms, along 
with the auditorium, were painted. 

The large dormitory for boys, a three-story building, 
is eleven years old. It had not been painted since it 
was erected. It was completely repainted, and new cur- 
tains were placed in the boys’ rooms. Our social center, 
where our visitors are entertained, was completely re- 
finished. All the halls in the administration building 
were repainted. This gave the entire plant a new look, 
and made the children believe that the Church really 
wants them to have the best that they can ttle 1)

afford. They had felt that we cared but very little f 

them since their chapel and dormitory rooms were so 

dirty, but immediately after the work was completed, 

a new spirit of life seemed to exist, among the boys 

especially. » 
One week after the work had been completed in the 
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auditorium, we began our revival. Many hours had been 
spent in fasting for an old-time Pentecostal revival. At 
the close of the revival there were over a hundred 
aptized in water, and 168 took part in the Lord’s Supper 
and feet-washing. A large number joined the Church; 
this made the Home feel that we had taken on a new 
life. From the time of that revival until today it has 
been a completely new place to live. Many of our serious 
problems were solved, and the children are still very 
happy in the Lord. 


Another great step of progress made in 1956 was the 
opening of our new swimming pool, which is used the 
year round. Many of our children have lived quite a 
portion of their lives outside. The Home had very little 
to offer them in recreation, and it was very difficult 
for us to keep the children on the campus. We had 
many of our children running away for various reasons, 
but the greatest’ was that they wanted outside life, 
something similar to what they had been accustomed. 
The Board felt that if we could get a swimming pool 
and have it properly supervised by Church of God people, 
it would solve many of our problems, and they were 
correct in their thinking. It has been one year since 
we began the pool, and our problem of children running 
away has been approximately 95 per cent less this year 
than it was the previous year. The swimming periods 
are properly supervised with the boys going in one day 
and girls going in the next day. You can be assured 
that the children will never be mixed in our swimming 
pool. Many of our ministers who have been closely con- 
nected with the Home, have visited us this year and 
say they find greater contentment now than ever before. 


ONE OF OUR MOST outstanding features, as 
far as advertising is concerned, has been the creation of 
a new film of the children and the Home in action. 
We have spent approximately $500 for this purpose, and 
it has already more than paid for itself. A number 
of the states have their application in already for the 
use of this film. It is in color and shows many features 
of the Home; such as, worship in the Home, church activi- 
ties, mealtime, farm, school life, outside activities, and 
many other things that would be of interest to each of 
you. If you have not already seen the film, please make 
your plans to attend one of the youth congresses be- 
ginning in early 1957. You will be thrilled to know that 
a number of the states have had an active part in 
making the film a real impression. There is one minute 
devoted to the people of Florida who have, for the last 
four years, given us approximately 400 bushels of fruit 
for Christmas. One district in Alabama gave us 500 towels 
and washcloths this year. Brother Osborne from Mem- 
phis, Tennessee, gave us a 1950 model pickup truck. Rev. 
Paul W. Norris, Mishawaka, Indiana, recently sent us ap- 
proximately $250 worth of toys. In this film you will see 
some of this. 


An item of interest to the boys of the Church is 
that we have organized the Boy Scouts, which has proved 


a be a real blessing to the Home. If a boy lives up 


the rules and regulations set forth in the Boy Scout 
manual, he will certainly be a real blessing and inspira- 
tion to the community in which he lives. We have had 
as many as sixty boys in the Scouts who have had the 
privilege of going to the Smoky Mountains on outings, 
to Douglas Lake, and to many other places that are 
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attractive to boys. This has created a desire among all 
the boys to be a really good Scout. 

An item of interest that is a great concern to the 
Home and especially to our larger girls is one in which 
every member can participate—the collecting of coupons 
which have a great value to us. Just last year we sent 
to one company alone 800,000 coupons. They have 
recently offered us a $500 bonus if we can increase their 
coupons to a million. A district in Virginia called me 
recently, stating they had collected 300,000 coupons. If one 
district in Virginia can collect that many, surely each 
church in our movement could collect at least 20,000 
coupons. That would amount to several million coupons, 
which would be a great value to us. In 1955 the cash 
value of our coupons was: over $9,000. We hope that 
1956 will prove to be a greater year, and with the help 
of each of you, 1957 will be twice as great. 

By the time you receive this Evangel, our new gym- 
nasium will be open, so that each of our children in 
the Home will receive the same benefits he would receive 
if he went to school anywhere else. Of course, the 
children are looking forward with great anticipation to 
having the same privileges the average boy and girl 
in America has. 

These are a few of the items of interest that have 
taken place in 1956. In order to become better acquainted 
with the Home and its activities, you will have to visit 
us and see the great good that is being done. We extend 
to you a hearty invitation; and until you come, please 
remember us in your prayer, and let us make 1957 the 
greatest year yet for the Home.

N REVIEWING THE EVENTFUL year of 1956 in 
g relationship to the Church of God Publishing House, 
I must first stop long enough to thank God for 
His goodness and to praise Him for His blessings to 
us and our publishing interests for the year of 1956. 
As I endeavor to look back and evaluate the past, 
I find that I can see things very clearly. The past year 
has been one of accomplishments. Also, it has been 
filled with many problems which have been solved 
through the help of the Lord. When I review the Publish- 
ing House interests, I must be mindful that I am not only 
reviewing the interest as one personality but the interest 
as it pertains to the entire Church and its program. 
Inasmuch as the Church of God Publishing House has 
a definite part in thé ministry of the Church, I must 
endeavor to analyze its contribution to the ministry. 
Also, I must analyze its production, volume, quality, and 
its service to our people on the field. The ministry of 
the Publishing House during 1956 has consisted of spread- 
ing the gospel through its printed word. I am very grate- 
ful for the earnest effort which has been asserted 
through and from our Editorial Department. This de- 
partment has provided us with the greater part of our 
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written ministry during this past year. The Evangel, 
the Lighted Pathway, Sunday School literature, the Pilot, 
song books and gospel tracts have made a definite con- 
tribution to a well-rounded ministry of the 1956 program. 
Each of these departments has enlarged its borders and 
stepped forth with greater effort through this year to 
provide adequate supplies and materials for our churches 
and their departments. To accomplish this fully we have 
had to extend our production into new fields and greater 
heights. 

The Printing Department has had to increase its 
possibilities of volume, for which we are very thankful. 
Of course, for the Printing Department to have increased 
in its volume, we had to have greater production from 
the Art Department, the Camera and Plate Department, 
as well as a better clearance through the Mailing and 
Bookkeeping Departments. 

This year has brought about the necessity of some 
added machinery. During the early part of 1956, it was 
necessary to install another offset press, one of a smaller 
size which would give us a greater production in the 
offset process. This was added at the expense of approx- 
imately $15,000. To assist the Mailing Department we 
have installed a collating machine which has simplified 
and accelerated our counting of Sunday School literature. 
This machine was installed at the cost of $18,000. How- 
ever, it decreases the counting time for the Youth 
and Junior Challenges from five to six weeks to about 
one week per quarter. ; 

The Publishing House has had very little increase in 
personnel during this past year; however, though this 
is true, the volume of sales increased 22 per cent over 
1955. This simply means that each department had to 
arrange the daily schedule to meet this demand. How- 
ever, it is noted that this has been done with very little 
complaint or friction on the part of the employees of 
the Publishing House. 

The last twelve months have seen a tremendous in- 
crease in the quality of our productions. The Editorial 
Department has put forth special effort to see that the 
quality of our writings has been equal to any on the 
market and even above many. We are indebted to our 
editors for this sort of production. 

The Art Department and Plate-making Department 
have endeavored to give better work from their depart- 
ments. The Printing Department and the Folding and 
Bindery Departments have also endeavored to exceed 
themselves in previous years of quality production so 
much so that we can hold our head high and declare 
that we are very happy that the quality of our pro- 
ductions from the Church of God Publishing House need 
not be ashamed to be placed by any materials and 
supplies from any competitive publishing house. 

The year 1956 has not been without disadvantages. 
One of the greatest disadvantages of the year has been 
the increased cost of materials, supplies, and labor. One 
must be conscious that these are things which cannot 
be helped with the national inflationary economy under 
which we are living now. This being true in the secular 
field, the religious field of publications does not escape 
the same sort of economy. The year of 1956 has seen 
many price increases. In fact, 1955 and 1956 have seen 
the greatest price increases that the publishing industry 
has seen in several years. We have had a 39 per cent 
increase in the past two years in the cost of printing 
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production, throughout the entire printing structure. This 
is quite phenomenal, yet it cannot be dismissed so easily. 
In the face of this and having moved into our new 
plant two years ago, the Publishing House has had 


‘make many adjustments and come up with ideas and 


methods to offset as much of this as possible without 
passing it on to the customer. Finally, a degree of it 
had to be passed on to our customers, who we know 
have understood and have been kindly toward us. 

I review the year 1956 in the publishing field with a 
great degree of satisfaction, realizing that the Publishing 
House has endeavored to give better service as well as 
enter into a new field of book publishing and binding. I 
believe we are taking our rightful place for which we 
ean be thankful to God for His goodness in allowing us 
expansion in the range which we ought.

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EVANGELICAL RETROSPECT AND PROSPECT

Qorcertainty over the meaning of pure religion. Roman 


Catholic spokesmen declared in 1956 that the United 
States is no longer a Protestant land; Protestant leaders 
in turn pointed out that they abstain from counting 
children in church membership. The fringe groups, too, 
were reporting membership gains. The National Council 
of Churches’ statistics on church bodies included in the 
figures for Protestantism a dozen fringe groups, among 
them Mormons, although Christian Scientists, Jehovah’s 
Witnesses and Swedenborgians were excluded. 

Within Protestantism two major movements were mak- 
ing headway, sometimes with ambiguous interrelations: 
ecumenicism and evangelism. The advance of ecumeni- 
cism was not always attached to an enthusiasm for in- 
clusive theology; the enthusiasm for evangelism was not 
always confined to the adherents of Biblical Christianity. 
. Billy Graham hailed his Louisville crusade as among 
his most fruitful four-week efforts, with 8,189 decisions. 
But his most important impact of the year had been reg- 
istered in Asia. While politicians hailed his mission for 
its lift to American prestige, evangelical observers saw 
in it a demonstration that the New Testament gospel 
has a power to stir Oriental Christians that was lacking 
in the speculative refinements of liberalism. 

One of the conspicuous differences between the con- 
servative theological advance on both sides of the At- 
lantic is that in England a marked movement of evan- 
gelical commitment is noticeable on the university cam- 
puses, whereas in America the effort of Inter-Varsity 
Christian Fellowship still is more of a holding operation, 
while the spectacular gains of Campus Christian Cru- 
sade are fractional. 

In Washington, D. C., Howard Butt, Texas millionaire 
groceryman-evangelist, shared speaking honors with 
President Eisenhower at the annual International Chris- 
tian Leadership prayer breakfast. International Christian 
Leadership strengthened its American work during the 
year by calling the Rev. Richard Halverson as director. 

Perhaps the most significant evangelical gains in 1956 
were made in the realm of literature. The year marked 
the appearance of Christianity Today, a fortnightly 
magazine for ministers and key laymen. Intent on rais- 
ing a banner for evangelical theology at a time when 
liberal theology lay in collapse and when neo-orthodox 
theology was bidding to take its place, the magazine had 
25,000 subscribers in its first month of publication, and 
some 35,000 at year-end. Its appearance stimulated im- 
proved format and content in a number of the estab- 
lished evangelical magazines, all to the good. 

Publishing gains extended to the sphere of textbooks 
where the evangelical movement has lagged for a gen- 
eration, and in some cases marked a new interest in 
evangelical books by secular publishing houses. Scheduled 
for early 1957 appearance are a history of philosophy, 
Thales to Dewey, by Gordon H. Clark, and the writer’s 


@:: Christian Personal Ethics. Evangelical books, still 


valing the long-established religious book clubs, is is- 
suing Contemporary Evangelical Thought, with ten 
evangelical scholars reporting on the major areas of in- 
terest. Christian Booksellers Association held its largest 
convention in Chicago. With 2,500 affiliated bookstores 
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and its own publication, it won its first attention from 
Publishers Weekly. 


Ford Foundation grants to accredited colleges came as 
a boon to a limited number of evangelical schools which 
qualified, and provided others with an additional impetus 
to secure full academic accreditation. 

in the sphere of cooperative evangetical effort, dele- 
gates from twenty-seven countries gathered -in Provi- 
dence, Rhode Island, and expedited the World Evange- 
lical Fellowship’s transition from a program of fellow- 
ship to one of enlarged activity in evangelism and litera- 
ture. Six major world offices were projected as future 
goals. 

The National Association of Evangelicals made gains 
in overcoming its debt, and reported steady though un- 
spectacular progress. Its social action committee con- 
tributed an essay on “The Vulnerability of the West to 
Soviet Propaganda” to the House Un-American Activi- 
ties Committee publication Soviet Total War, stressing 
that the Christian message of sin and redemption “in- 
volves a realistic penetration to the sources and depths 
of international instability.” 

The American Council of Churches was still beset by 
internal difficulties and fragmentation. Defection of the 
Bible Presbyterian movement became final with the es- 
tablishment of a new educational effort, Covenant Col- 
lege in St. Louis. 

National Sunday School Association reported that its 
Chicago convention set a registration record, and the or- 
ganization continued to implement church school in- 
terest throughout the land. 

In Chattanooga, Tennessee, where the liquor traffic 
sought to outwit aggressive prohibitionists by itself calling 
for a public referendum during the national election, 
with its larger vote, the drys won the battle nonethe- 
less. A pre-election poll of American ministers showed 
that the prohibition party is less and less considered a 
live option, and at the same time that indignation over 
the liquor traffic is by no means at an end among the 
clergy. 

In summary, 1956 was not a year productive of tower- 
ing evangelical headlines. In many respects it was an “in 
between” year, a time of coasting on the momentum of 
the year before. The drive to restore the nation to Bibli- 
cal faith met with only qualified success, yet many un- 
co-ordinated efforts were pursued with unrelenting zeal. 
Whether the evangelical and evangelistic thrust might 
somewhere achieve a break-through, and penetrate de- 
terminatively to the core of American culture and life, 
remained to be answered in the year to come. 
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Anxiety is a word of unbelief or unreasoning dread. 
We have no right to allow it. Full faith in God puts it to 
rest. —Horace Bushnell 


The integrity of men is to be measured by their con- 
duct, not by their professions.
